Continuation of 3. NOTE: The cancellation of the whole paragraph on page 1 1 changes the breadth of the invention, necessitating 
1 further consideration. Claim 7, line 9 has not been amended to overcome the objection. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the same reasons set forth in the final office 
action. Furthermore, applicants argue that EP '134 does not mention the relationship between the ability of Ce-Pr oxide to absorb and 
release oxygen and temperature. Such contention is not persuasive as EP discloses that ceria is able to absorb oxygen. However, Ce-Zr 
and Ce-Pr provide improvement as compared to the utilization of ceria (page 5, lines 1-24). One having ordinary skill in the art would be 
led to the utility of better compounds based on the teaching of the EP '134. Selecting an appropriate amount of the better compounds is 
within the purview of one having ordinary skill in the art during routine experimentation and optimization of the system. . 
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
